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EDITING A NEWSLETTER: I have been soliciting articles from members for years. Now 
I've decided to write a short article on how I put together Timber Talk. Of course 
every detail cannot be related, but I will try to cover the important parts. A 
newsletter does not just happen. I keep a large envelope where I put letters and 
assorted information as I receive it. Some time near the end of a month or the 
beginning of the month of publication I dig out the envelope and go through the 
contents, placing the material in various piles. One is for material to be printed - 
new issues, an article or two, classified ads, etc. In another is material that may 
be printed depending on space available. Back into the envelope goes material for 
future issues. It is at this stage that I mentally rough out Timber Talk. Hopefully 
I have one or two ‘page’ articles and figure what pages they should go on. Page one 
is usually reserved for membership information, short items of current interest (like 
auction anouncements), perhaps a listing of elected and appointed positions, and a 
picture of the free wood of the month. There is usually a number of short articles, 
ads, or new wood issues. These are organized into pages, remembering to leave 
sufficient room to illustrate any wood. The six or eight (usually) pages of the 
newsletter is then typed. Eight pages (four double-sided) plus a wood as about the 
maximum that can be mailed for one first class stamp. If there are other enclosures, 
like ballots and envelopes, then this must also be considered. To supplement the 
material sent to me, I keep my eyes and ears open for other information that I think 
may be of interest to fellow collectors. This may be a new wood I have obtained, 

a description of a new wood that I read about elsewhere, or verbal information that 
someone has passed along to me. (Sometimes this is not the best approach as I may 
forget or it may get lost in the shuffle.) From time to time new members and address 
corrections are printed. Also, we do occasionally print the membership list. Now we 
haye the newsletter typed. Next, it is down to the post office to photocopy the wood 
for illustrations. These are then inserted in the appropriate blanks. The title is 
then added as well as the 'letra-lines' on each page. The next morning Al Munro 
reads the master and points out any mistakes he spots. These are then corrected. 

I use one particular printer in Calgary who offers free pick up and delivery. They 
are called in the morning and usually have the collated newsletters back to me the 
same day. Then I must staple each issue. I must ensure that I have a sufficient 
supply of envelopes on hand. Each Canadian envelope is rubber stamped twice - once 
with the CAWMC name, and once with the address. The U.S. envelopes get two more 
Stamps - air mail on both sides. Next I get out the envelope containing the address 


labels, printed by Norm Belsten, plus any corrections and additions that I have received. 
These are affixed to the envelopes and they are stamped - 34¢ to Canada - 39¢ to the U.S. 


Fortunately the Main Post Office is in the building where I work so it is no trouble to 


get the stamps. The final task is to fold Timber Talk, put them into envelopes, 


insert a wood in the middle, then seal the envelopes. They are now ready to go into the 
mail downstairs. One can spread out the work by stamping envelopes and affixing address 


labels before the issue is returned by the printers. It is amazing how much you can 
do in a few minutes before work, at noon hour, or right after work. Earl Salterio and 
Neil Probert (as well as Al) have lended a hand from time to time, for which I thank 
them. Being an editor is volunteering your time and efforts and you have to pick the 
time when you are free. This leaves alot of flexability, but the job gets done. The 
foregoing is not enlightening, but rather is just common sense with a bit of 
organization thrown in. I am sure anyone with the inclination and time could edit a 


newsletter. (I see I have some room left at the bottom of the page. To fill inl will 


show one side of one of my previous woods. Now the page will be filled!)

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SORRENTO, B.C. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WOODEN 20¢ COINS: 


At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce in May 1985 it was decided that Sorrento would 
put on a celebration to commemmorrate its original name whaich was TRAPPER'S LANDING. 
AT this meeting F. 'Smokey' Hurstfield, formerly a B. C. District representative of 
the Pacific Northwest Numismatic Association and of C. N. A. and Salmon Arm and of 
Kamloops Coin Club suggested we design and make a wooden coin and suggested a change 
from the wooden nickel variety and make a 20¢ piece which would presumably be the 
first wooden 20¢ coin. The designing of the coin was given to artict A. Brian 
Hurstfield who has an Art Studio in Sorrento, B. C. The design shows Copper Island 
on Shuswap Lake with Sorrento as the Heart of the Shuswap. As it was late in the 
year of 1985 it was decided to have the value of 20¢ good for trade until December 31, 
1986. The minting of the wooden coin was done by Deluney's of Ontario and done in 
hot-stamped blue. They are sold to dealers at $15.00 per hundred or $8.75 per 50. 
Others are at face value plus postage on all amounts.
